Greenbelt Author Writes

Although she had long been interested in writing, and 
had taken a few evening writing courses, it wasn’t until 
Hilda Orleans retired from the federal government in 1973 
that she pursued her dream. During much of the next 
seventeen years she worked on her biographical novel, 
Lottie's Legacy. Writing in long hand, transcribing her 
work onto her typewriter, she labored in the sunny bedroom 
of her honeymoon cottage on Eastway. It was definitely a 
labor of love for this 70-plus, small, white-haired, viva¬ 
cious lady 


Hilda Orleans has lived in 
Greenbelt since 1943. As she 
tells it, she was working for 
the Veterans Administration 
where she met Greenbelt’s may¬ 
or, Allan Morrison. He said, 
“Hilda, you need to get out to 
Greenbelt. I'll get you an appli¬ 
cation (to apply for what was 
then government-owned housing) 
and you can ride in my carpool.” 

When her husband returned 
from serving in World War II, 
the family moved from their 
small apartment to a three-bed¬ 
room home on Westway. She and 
her husband raised two children, 
Carol Ann and William. Now a 
widow, Hilda enjoys her com¬ 
fortable home and her energetic 
lifestyle. 

Lottie's Legftcy is her first 
book and she points with pride 
at her accomplishment as not 
only noteworthy in its own right, 
but also as a model for other 
senior citizens like herself. She 
enjoys attending writer's work- 
si ops and conferences at local 
colleges and universities. She is 
active as a member of the 
editorial board of The Senior 
Times, a publication of the De¬ 
partment of Aging, and occa¬ 
sionally teaches a writing class 
for OASIS, Older Adult Service 
and Information System. She 
embodies her favorite quotation. 
“Imagining the successful com¬ 
pletion of a personal or profes¬ 
sional goal improves the likeli¬ 
hood of its attainment," 

Hilda's tenacity in seeking to 
get her book published when she 
was turned down by New York 
publishers (“not enough sex," 
she sneers) is evidenced by her 
finding Bartleby Press in Sil¬ 
ver Spring. When her first edi¬ 
tor had personal problems and 
could not complete the job, she 
sought the professional assist¬ 
ance of the editor of the Ore¬ 
gonian magazine of whom she 
had heard but never met. When 
the book was not going to be 
published in time for Christmas 
this past year as sh; had ex¬ 
pected, she persuaded the pub¬ 
lisher to print just the book 
jacket so she could give it as a 
surprise present to her family. 
And, when the publisher declined 
to print a full-color photo of 
her mother for the cover, she 
paid for the processing herself. 

Having achieved her goal, Hil¬ 
da does not think she will write 


another book. She enjoys smaller 
writing projects, and in 1988 was 
the Prince Georges County win¬ 
ner of Maryland's first essay 
contest on “Why Maryland is 
Beautiful to Me." She also be¬ 
longs to Washington Independ¬ 
ent Writers group. These days, 
she is very busy attending book 
fairs and other parties to pro¬ 
mote her book. The book is called 
Lottie's Legacy—Hilda's dream 
realized.

Canned applesauce, vegetarian 
beans, butter, flour, honey, pork, 
rice and potatoes will be avail¬ 
able for all eligible persons. 
Food may be picked up on eith¬ 
er day from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
at the Municipal Building. 

Eligibility requirements are: 
(1) participation in a public as¬ 
sistance program or in Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil¬ 
dren (AFDC) (Photo ID re¬ 
quired), or (2) participation in 
the Food Stamp Program (Pho¬ 
to ID), or (3) participation in 
Medicaid Program (Medicaid 
Card), or (4) Maryland Energy 
Assistance Program (letter) or 
(5) an income that is lower than 
$9,420 for one person, $12,630 
for two people, $15,840 for three 
people or $19,050 for four peo¬ 
ple.

At its February 25 meet¬ 
ing, Greenbelt’s City Council 
unanimously approved the 
installation of a traffic light 
at Hanover Parkway and 
Ora Glen Drive. With im¬ 
mediate action to begin the 
bid process, the light could 
be in place by July. The traf¬ 
fic light would ultimately be 
paid for by Commerce Cen¬ 
ter II, since the results of a 
study show traffic volume at 
a level to require the office 
building developer to reim¬ 
burse the city for this traf¬ 
fic signal. Issues of pedes¬ 
trian and traffic safety, pri¬ 
marily in Greenbelt East, 
occupied council during the 
remainder of this brief coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

Traffic Signal 

A three-phase traffic light will 
be installed at Hanover Park¬ 
way and Ora Glen Drive (Green¬ 
way Center Drive). The traffic 
signal, long sought by Greenbelt 
East residents, will have three 
phases: green on southbound 
Hanover Parkway with green 
left arrow, through green on 
Hanover Parkway (with no ar¬ 
row), and red on Hanover Park¬ 
way with green on Ora Glen 
(Greenway Center Drive) with 
no arrows. Citizens at the meet¬ 
ing thanked city council for tak¬ 
ing action to improve this heav¬ 
ily travelled intersection. 

City Director of Planning and 
Development Celia Wilson de¬ 
scribed the results of a traffic 
survey which had been conduct¬ 
ed for three evenings. The sur¬ 
vey showed traffic volume about 
30 percent higher than antici¬ 
pated by the developers of Com¬ 
merce Center II, high enough to 
bring into effect a clause re¬ 
quiring the developer to pay for 
installation of a traffic signal 
at this intersection. Two addi¬ 
tional days of monitoring show¬ 
ed the same high level of traf¬ 
fic, thus completing the five-day 
survey required for this clause 
to take effect, Wilson told the 
News Review. She also said that 
the city was now negotiating 
with the Commerce Center II de¬ 
veloper to determine the sched¬ 
ule for reimbursing the city. 

Traffic Safety 

Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram again raised the issue of 
speed limit enforcement on 
Greenbelt Road, This issue had 
been addressed at February 12 
v r ork session on Greenbelt East 
traffic problems. At that meet¬ 
ing, Police Chief James Craze 
indicated several problems with 
enforcing the speed limit near 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 
The lack of a shoulder along 
Greenbelt Road makes traffit 
stops dangerous for motorists 
and police, Chief Craze explain¬ 
ed, Council explored several oth¬ 
er options, such as the placement 
of a police *car off Greenbelt 


Road but visible to Greenbelt 
Road drivers, as a deterrent to 
speeding. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
suggested that citizens write let¬ 
ters to support a lower speed 
limit near the school. This issue 
will be followed up wilth Green- 
belt Police at a work session o.i 
March 5. 

Council members and citizens 
at the meeting identified a num¬ 
ber of other areas needing im¬ 
proved road markings. Council 
member Edward Putens men¬ 
tioned the area where Hanover 
Parkway narrows from three to 
two lanes to one lane. Council 
member Thomas X. White raised 
the issue of pedestrian safety 
at Gardenway and Crescent 
Road, City Manager James Giese 
said the city had no recommen¬ 
dation on action for this loca¬ 
tion at this time but that one 
option would be installation of 
a four-way stop sign. White 
asked that this topic be placed 
on a future council agenda. 

Greenbelt Volksmarchers 

Lee StrugVa represented the 
Greenbelt Volksmarchers, who 
were seeking recognition as an 
official city-sponsored organiza¬ 
tion. She cited the organization's 
need to meet in the Youth Cen¬ 
ter and opportunities to coop¬ 
erate with the Recreation De¬ 
partment in sponsoring walks 
and other events. She said that 
the organization had begun 
meeting in the Youth Center and 
had received help from the Rec¬ 
reation Department staff. 

Mayor Weidenfeld said that 
there was no category of “offi¬ 
cial Greenbelt organization" and 
that the city in its various de¬ 
partments regularly worked with 
community and citizen groups to 
assist them and to cooperate 
wherever possible. He said no 
official designation was neces¬ 
sary to request meeting space 
in city facilities and that he 
expected the cooperative activi-

“Prince Georges County Per¬ 
spective," a new cable television 
show, features as its host Prince 
Georges County Council Chair¬ 
man Richard Castaldi. Focusing 
on county issues, the half-hour

Lakewood Drainage Study 

Council unanimously author¬ 
ized an agreement, not, to ex¬ 
ceed $12,000, with Botts & As¬ 
sociates to prepare the Lakewood 
Drainage Study, with the under¬ 
standing that Botts would not 
conduct, the study until an agree¬ 
ment for reimbursement is sign¬ 
ed by the county. Early last 
year the county agreed to fund 
an engineering study to identify 
those homes in the Lakewood 
Subdivision suffering from 
stormwater-related flooding, to 
develop recommendations for 
relieving the flooding conditions, 
and to prioritize homes based 
or the severity of the flooding. 
The county agreed to reimburse 
the city for the cost, of these 
services. Botts & Associates was 
selected in September to com¬ 
plete the study. Since that time, 
city staff have been working 
with the county to prepare an 
agreement for the employment 
of Botts & Associates; that 
agreement is nearing completion. 

Program Open Space Request 

City Council agreed to submit 
a request of $835,000 for the 
county's FY 1992 Program Open 
Space, in part to demonstrate 
the high demand for this pro¬ 
gram and this level of funding. 
City officials consider highly un¬ 
likely that an award of this 
magnitude would be made. Last 
year the city received $63,250. 

Funds for Reconstruction 
Of Center Parking Lot 

Greenbelt is one of 19 Prince 
Georges County communities 
that will receive Community De¬ 
velopment Block Grant (GDBG) 
funds during the coming year, 
according to a press release 
from County Executive Parris 
Glendening. The county expects 
to receive approximately $5,- 
132,000 in CDBG funds that are 
earmarked for public improve¬ 
ments, 

Greenbelt will receive $120,- 
000 to be used for reconstruction 
of a portion of the Roosevelt 
Center parking lot, the second 
phase of redevelopment of the 
Center area.

RSVP Volunteers Help In Conflict Resolution 


The Prince Georges County 
Human Relations Commission 
has established a special service 
for citizens needing assistance 
in cases involving conflicts. Be¬ 
cause the county is a racially, eth¬ 
nically, and culturally diverse 
community with a growing popu¬ 
lation and people of all back¬ 
grounds living in closer and clos¬ 
er proximity to one another, 
conflict of all kinds is happening 
in many neighborhoods. 

Through the Community Me¬ 
diation Board conflict resolution 
is offered by trained volunteers. 
The Community Mediation Board 
accepts all referrals. They come 
from the county police, social 
service agencies and people in 
the community. Some cases are 
referred by the District Court if 
they can be more effectively 
dealt with by resolving problems 
rather than assessing guilt. 

The Community Mediation 
Board's services are free. The 
hours are flexible to encourage 
those who can't miss work. The 
locations are convenient . 

Before this program went into 
effect, people arguing with 
neighbors, friends or co-workers 
had no real alternative to the 
traditional court system, which 
is cumbersome, expensive and 
time consuming. The District 
Court is already overburdened 
and an inefficient drain on the 
overloaded police department. 

In 1989 the Human Relations 
Commission contacted the Prince 
Georges County Department of 
Aging, Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program to train 25 volunteers 
of the Department of Aging’s 
Retired Senior Volunteer Pro¬ 
gram (RSVP) in mediation work 
as well as a full day of cross 
cultural communication and sen¬ 
sitivity. 

The Human Relations Com¬ 
mission is responsible for coor¬ 
dination of the Board, reviewing 
all requests for information, con¬ 
tacting the parties for case pre¬ 
paration information, setting up 
the mediation conferences and 
assigning clients to mediators. 
Additionally, the staff oversees 


many of the conferences to pro¬ 
vide advanced mediation skills 
in case a particularly complicat¬ 
ed situation arises. 

Conferences are held priud- 
pally in neighborhood libraries, 
providing a warm and friendly 
atmosphere. Mediation offers a 
positive outcome to a negative 
situation. Both parties “win*?. 
Most mediation ends when the 
parties involved sign an agree¬ 
ment detailing a change in be¬ 
haviors. The mediator provides 
continued support by continuing 
to call clients and assess the pro¬ 
gress of the situation. If addi¬ 
tional conferences or follow up 
are needed they are provided. If 
during the conference it comes 
to the attention of the mediators 
that additional services are re¬ 
quired by participants, appro¬ 
priate referrals are made in a 
supportive, non-accusatory way. 

The Human Relations Com¬ 
mission provides all training 
and other support, such as cleri¬ 
cal staff and supplies, such as 
forms and badges. A volunteer 
administers the program. 

Noisy neighbors, barking 
dogs, trespassing children, block¬ 
ed driveways, family feuds-, lit¬ 
tering, loitering, neighborhood 
property neglect, property de¬ 
facement, and such things as 
small claims matters are among 
the conflicts mediated.

Tips for Taxpayers 

Maryland taxpayers should 
provide their proper subdivision 
code on their state tax returns 
to ensure that their local govern¬ 
ment will receive its proper 
share of local income tax reve¬ 
nues. Greenbelt's subdivision code 
is 1714. 

Another Maryland income tax 
provision causing frequent ques¬ 
tions involves parents of chil¬ 
dren with unearned income. Par¬ 
ents who use their income tax 
return to report up to $5,000 in 
unearned income from interest 
and dividends for a child may 
subtract that income on their 
Maryland return, according to 
Maryland tax officials. 

Maryland taxpayers who work 
in Washington, D.C. should be 
certain that Maryland tax is 
withheld from their pay and file 
their tax returns with Maryland. 
Those who had D.C. tax withheld 
by mistake should file for a 
refund of those taxes and also 
file a resident return with Mary¬ 
land. To get the proper tax with¬ 
held in 1991, these taxpayers 
should file a corrected W-4 form 
with their employers,

Yet 
education and discipline in life 
will almost always assure suc¬ 
cess. He encouraged the students 
to always keep their goals in 
mind.

" LOTTIE'S LEGACY" IS 
VERY READABLE BOOK

Every family’s life is filled 
with births and deaths, mar¬ 
riages, illnesses, joys and 
disasters. Most often, we re¬ 
member the stories of our 
family’s lives as vignettes 
which we verbally pass on 
from generation to genera¬ 
tion. Greenbelt author Hilda 
Orleans has composed vign¬ 
ettes about her family in a 
slim biographical noved en¬ 
titled Lottie’s Legacy. 

Lottie is Hilda's mother. The 
story Hilda relates centers pri¬ 
marily on Lottie's marriage to 
Alex, “a charming rogue,” as 
Hilda calls her father. In 1907 
Lottie, a southern lady growing 
up in Portsmouth, Va., meets 
the man of her dreams, Alex, a 
Yankee from New York, sweeps 
Lottie off her feet.

Alex is a compulsive gambler 
who, from time to time, deserts 
his wife and three children 
leaving them very little money 
to support themselves w r hile he 
pursues his dream at the race¬ 
track, Eventually he sends for 
his family in whatever city he 
happens to be. To the dismay 
of her sister and parents, Lottie 
follows, feeling that a part-time 
husband and father is better 
than none. _

And Stress of War

7th Graders to Get 
Free Immunization 

During the first three weeks 
of March the Prince Georges 
County Health Department will 
be immunizing the county's 7th 
graders against measles, mumps 
and rubella (German measles) 
without charge. 

Following guidelines from the 
American Academy of Pediatr¬ 
ics, a second dose of this vac¬ 
cine has been recommended to 
reduce the alarming numbers of 
measles epidemics nationwide 
among school age children. 

A,first dose of vaccine should 
be administered at 15 months of 
age and is required prior to 
school entry. The second or 
booster dose will provide added 
protection against a disease 
which can cause severe pneu¬ 
monia, encephalitis, and even 
death. 

In 1990 there were 36 con¬ 
firmed cases of measles in Prince 
Georges County, the highest 
seen here since 1985. The num¬ 
ber of mumps cases has also 
increased in 1990, 289 up from 
243 in 1989,

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Dumping at HamiltonFillSite, 
Fences, Sheds Concern GHI

The Hamilton Place fill site, fencing exemptions. North 
End encroachments and shed regulations were topics of dis¬ 
cussion at the Feb. 14, Greenbelt Homes Incorporated 


(GHI) Board of Directors m< 

Dump Site 

Each board meeting includes 
an opportunity for petitions 
from GHI members. Rodney 
Roberts asked that GHI halt 
further dumping behind Hamil¬ 
ton Place and consider the safe¬ 
ty ramifications of the steep 
incline on the site. “You’re fill¬ 
ing the woods with rubble and 
Pm here on behalf of the trees,” 
stated Roberts, who then asked 
if “the dump” was in compliance 
with county codes. Manager 
Ron Colton responded that, in 
GHI history, no permit had ever 
been required. 

Recent grading behind Hamil¬ 
ton Place was required to insure 
that a recent fire had been put 
out. He stated that GHI uses 
this site as a fill for free 
stumps and broken concrete. 
Roberts took exception to this 
statement, noting that he saw 
old bathroom fixtures and oil 
tanks also in the dump. Colton 
said that if this was true, it 
was because people illegally en¬ 
ter on weekends and dump on 
the site. 

The manager then said that 
because of the recent fire, the 
county has put a stop order on 
any future activity in the area 
for the next 30 days, GHI has 
solicited engineering services re¬ 
garding this issue. The board 
asked its manager to give them 
an update as a future agenda 
item. 

Fencing 

Requests for fencing exemp¬ 
tions met with limited success. 
One recently constructed fence 
was both too high and improp¬ 
erly styled. After much discus¬ 
sion, the board granted a 2-inch 
variance on height but requested 
that the member change the 
style from solid fencing to 
“board on board,” which com¬ 
plies with regulations. A second 
member wanted to keep a pri¬ 
vacy fence that was on his prop¬ 
erty when he bought his unit. 
The previous owner had been 
told before settlement that the 
fence was not in compliance and 
would have to be removed. The 
board denied this request. 

City Issues 

The GHI staff met with the 
School Board staff to discuss the 
encroachments onto the North 


llllg i 

End school site. The school 
board remained unwilling to 
trade an easement for the pres¬ 
ervation of two existing yard 
lines in 11 Court Laurel Hill. 
GHI assured one of the home- 
owners that the corporation will 
assist in moving plantings and 
fencing at the proper time. 

The board also reviewed pro¬ 
posed improvements to Buddy 
Attick Park. A letter will be 
drafted including remarks to be 
sent to the City for inclusion 
in its record of the public hear¬ 
ing on the park. 

The board proposed a hard 
surface access path from the 
larking lot to the trail to pro¬ 
vide access for the handicapped 
and improvements to the trail to 
prevent erosion and improve 
cirainage. The board opposed 
paving the trail. The board also 
recommended improvements to 
landscaping, signage and the 
trail system and the installation 
of additional benches. 

Regulations 

The board also reviewed re¬ 
visions to shed regulations. The 
goal of the revision is to improve 
the appearance of the individual 
sheds and of the overall neigh¬ 
borhood. The Architecture and 
Environment (A&E), Commit¬ 
tee encourages members to con¬ 
struct wooden sheds rather than 
metal ones. Specific approval is 
required before a shed can be 
constructed. Any member plan¬ 
ning to add a shed should con¬ 
tact GHI for information in¬ 
cluding relevant building codes. 
The member will also receive 
plans and information where 
kits or completely assembled 
sheds can be purchased. 

Without discussion, the board 
approved motion that revised 
and restated rules and regula¬ 
tions concerning exterior paint¬ 
ing.

State Tax Help 

Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein said 540,000 
taxoayers have already filed 
their 1990 state income tax re¬ 
turns. He reminded those still 
working on their returns to be 
sure to use the correct code for 
their subdivision on the front of 
their return.

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GHI Tries New Approach 
To Solve Soil Problems 


by Leslie Robinson 

At a cost estimated at about $25,000, Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. (GHI) recently contracted with a soils modification 
company to stabilize the clay subsoil beneath the founda¬ 
tion of 16 E-K Ridge Road. According to Jay Freedman, 
Director of Technical Services for GHI, stabilization was 


necessary to halt the spread 
block walls. 

Stress cracks in this building 
are caused by the shrinking and 
swelling of the day subsoils be¬ 
neath the foundation. In this re¬ 
gion, underlying clay soils dry 
out and shrink in the summer. 
They swell in the spring when 
moisture levels in the soils are 
at their highest GHI has dealt 
with this problem in other loca¬ 
tions in a variety of ways. These 
include grading lawns to estab¬ 
lish better drainage, and dig¬ 
ging around foundations and 
putting in drainage pipes. Re¬ 
cently GHI has put in expansion 
joints to accommodate the 
strains in exterior wails caused 
by the swelling and shrinkage 
of clays under one structure. 

The row of six attached 
houses in the 16 E-K Court be¬ 
came a concern to GHI because 
the stress cracks were spread¬ 
ing. In November 1990. GHI con¬ 
tracted the services of the Wood¬ 
bine Division of Hayward Baker, 
Inc., a nationwide specialist in 
ground modification. Because the 
Woodbine Division, which is lo¬ 
cated in Texas, had recently 
completed a soil modification 
project in this area, the com¬ 
pany agreed to waive a set-up 
cost. This saved GHI an esti¬ 
mated $20,000. Nick Syriopouloa, 
spokesman for the Woodbine Di¬ 
vision, said his company had 20 
years experience, mostly in 
treating problem soils that fail 
compaction tests before construc¬ 
tion begins. 

The Woodbine tractor really 


of stress cracks in the cinder 

tore up the lawns around the 
16 E-K Court, but it was all 
over in about three days—one 
day to set up, one day to inject 
a curtain wall around the foun¬ 
dation, and one day to pack up 
and leave. The curtain wall was 
put in by three mechanics using 
a rubber-tired Liftmaster trac¬ 
tor with pipe injectors mounted 
on a fork lift. They pumped a 
slurry of fly ash (a coal burning 
byproduct) and lime (slaked 
quicklime) to a depth of 10 feet 
at pressures ranging from 60 
to 200 pounds per square inch. 
This created a network of ce¬ 
ments tious seams to increase 
soil strength and to retard the 
movement of underground mois¬ 
ture. 

Since then GHI has begun to 
repair the damage created by 
the operation. Soon it will be 
difficult to tell that three Texas 
mechanics and their ir achine had 
ever been there, GHI will moni¬ 
tor any further movement of 
the foundation. 

In another soil stabilizing 
job for the 6 F-J Court of Hill¬ 
side Road, GHI contracted a 
company to encircle the founda¬ 
tion with drains. The building 
appears stabilized, but residents 
will never forget that it took 
all summer and there was a 
continual mess. 

More recently in the 17 A-F 
Court of Ridge Roa i, GHI put 
in expansion joints in the build¬ 
ing to accommodate the move¬ 
ment of underlying clays. Ait

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again! 

Fluids — there are all kinds which do different things. There 
are so many that you can be confused by what does what and 
which fluid needs to be serviced in your regular preventive main¬ 
tenance servicing schedule. Everyone knows about the engine 
oil and filter combination, and most are aware of the transaxle and 
transmission filter combination, but within the last few years we 
saw the introduction of high pressure steering controls, commonly 
referred to as rack and pinion steering. There is fluid in these 
systems which uses designed power steering fluid not ATF like 
in the past On some models there is a filter assembly located 
in the low pressure return side of the system that needs to be 
serviced every year or so to maintain longevity for the system. 
This is something to consider for the long run when you schedule 
your next preventive maintenance. 

Another area that is forgotten is the rear differential area. 
Most of today's vehicles are front wheel drive and don't use rear 
differential, but there are still a ton of rear wheel driven autos 
left. These applications use a heavy gear lubricant. This oil is 
much heavier and thicker than conventional oils due to the job 
that is required of this lubricant. It has to maintain its viscosity 
because it lubricates two heavy gear assemblies and also assorted 
bearing assemblies'. For this reason this fluid must be serviced 
at least once a year. There is no filter in these applications so it's 
very important not to forget about this area. If you ever had to 
repair one you would understand just how important this servic¬ 
ing is. It's like anything else if you neglect it, it won't last.
